Your Committee to whom was re- 


ferred the ordinance amending an 
ordinance passed May 1, 1893. entitled 


An Ordinance prescribing the terms 


and conditions upon which the Bur- 
gevs and Council of the Borough of 
liristol consent to the construction, 
maintenance and operation of Street 
Passenger Railways operated by elec- 
triaal power upon certain streets in 
said borough, which said streets are 
by ordinance to be hereafter named, 
,et forth and described, ana imposing 
regulations, conditions and restrictions 
in resp';ct to Street Passenger Kail- 
way Companies usins; electrical j»u«vi-r 
n the operation and maintenance of 
their railways; in respect to the erec- 
tion anil maintenance of poles and the 
stringiiig of wires thereon by such 
companies, and imposing conditions, 
egulations and restrictions upon such 
Street Passenger Hallway Companies 
in respect to the maintenance of their 
tracks and road-bed," fully apprecia- 
ting thi! importance of the matter in 
baud, t:ie value to our community that 
would nccrue from the introduction of 
railways, connecting the borough with 
outlying districts, and joining most 
heartily and enthusiastically in the 
popular wish of our citizens, that the 
convenience, ease of communication 
with our neighboring boroughs and 
towns these roads would afford, might 
be theirs to enjoy and that the trade 
if our merchants with these people 
alight in this way be increased, have 
carefullv and thoroughly reviewed the 
entire subject. 


Our lirst movement was to arrange 


a meeting witn the representatives of 
the 
Electrical 
Railway Companies 


seeking entrance into our borough. 


Our next to correspond with towns 


ami cities in Eastern Pennsylvania re- 
specting provisions i,i their ordinances 
relating to electrical 
railroads, and 


also to interview and correspond with 
officers of electrical railways operating

The meeting with the representa- 


tives of the companies was duly held 
on the evening of Friday, December 
29th. 


The outcome of this meeting was 


that tiie only provision of the ordi- 
nance passed by this body May 1, 
1893, which could not be harmonized 
upon, was the provision in it which 
held the companies subject to future 
legislation on the part of the borough 
respecting the operation, management, 
maintenance and construction of street 
passenger railways, and the two-fold 
arguniunt advanced to support their 
objection was:

Our conclusion, may we add, was 


largely influenced by the failure of 
the representatives of the companies 
to entertain the removal of the clause 
for a period of time longer than the 
average years yet to live of the mem- 
bers of this body, showing to your 
Committee that mingled with their 
alleged fear of unfavorable legislation 
at 
a 
time when our 
borough was 


small, was an eye to the ultimate 
value of the franchise they were ask- 
ing the borough to giant them forever. 


With the foregoing, may we present 


to councils other of the reasons which 
influenced onr minds in nn imfovorablo 
recommendation of the proposed ordi- 
nance 1 
May we read first from ordi- 


nances in other communities in Eastern 
Pennsylvania touching the question of 
future control?

First, from Wilkes- 
Catasauqua, Allen- 


town, Williamsport and Phoenixville, 
also letter fro

and Burgess, Francis Fenimore, Esq.; 
all of which impress your Committee 
with the belief that were they to ad- 
vise councils to stand by the ordinance 
as passed May 1, 1893, without modi- 
fication of the future legislation clause 
as above suggested, they would be ad- 
vising them to act in a tvise and con- 
servative conception of their public 
duties and responsibilities. 


Touching the question and value of 


the Irunchise involved in this problem, 
we would suggest that the corporate 
body know as the Burgess and Council 
of the Borough of Bristol, exists for 
the purpose of caring for and protect- 
ing the rights which the constitution 
nf the Commonwealth vests in our 
manicipality. 
Members of Council, 


for the time being, are trustees hold- 
ing the property of the borough in 
trust for the people, and they are 
under obligations so to administer the 
trust that their 
rights and control, 


especially of their highways, shall at 
all time be secure. 
In this connec- 


tion, may we cite from a late opinion 
delivered by Judge Mitchell, of the- 
Supreme Court, in which the question 
of the 
value of the 
franciiise 
is 


spoken of; and as a further illustration 
of this point, we would call attention 
to that section of a pamphlet on Muni- 
cipal 
Affairs, which illustrates what 


the city of Philadelphia has given 
away by being misrepresented in coun- 
cils showing, etc. 


Some will say that it is folly to com- 


pare our town amd conditions with 
those existing in Philadelphia and Buf- 
falo, and if taken from a doilars and 
cents standpoint, they are right: but 
none can deny that the underlying 
principle 
that 
aims to secure for 


Buffalo and should have secured to 
Philadelphia, some adequate return 
for the valuable franchises granted, 
applies in a proportionately 
smaller 


way to Bristol. 


We cannot refrain from commenting 


on the suggestion made by representa- 
tives of the trolley roads, to the effect 
that were they always to be assured 


firmly that if we do not protect and 
look after the interest of our own 
town when we are put office for that 
purpose, who can the people hope to 
do it for them'! 
These gentlemen 


who have incoporated these companies 
are bright, shrewd, active men of 
affairs, and as such are in business to 
make money. 
It is but natural that 


they should endeavor by all honorable 
means in their power to drive as good 
a bargain with the borough for what it 
has to grant as they can. 
The knowl- 


edge of these facts should make us 
alive to the interests we represent, and 
members and citizens should not lose 
sight of the thought that electrical 
railroad construction is in its infancy, 
and should these companies not see 
fit to come in under the terms pre 
scribed by the 
borough now, the 


franchise loses nothing of its value by 
waiting, but rather increases with the 
development of our community, so 
that th(,se who apply for it later can 
afford to deal more liberally with the 
borough, and what member of 
us 


would advocate the giving away now 
of what, in olhi r communities, has 
been demonstrated to be a wise and 
profitable control I 


There is another phase of the sub- 


ject your Committee wish to spuuk 
of, and that is the charge made by 
representatives of the companies that 
they cannot trust the 
duly elected 


representatives of the people in coun- 
cil to deal justly with them in the 
future. 
This charge, as 
American 


citizens, if for no other, we should 
resent most emphatically, for if it be 
true, that the people whom the citizens 
elect to office from time to time can- 
not be trusted, then the principle of 
popular government on which this 
nation is founded is a failuie. 
In this 


connection, may we ask, can any one 
point to any corporation in this town 
that has ever been oppressed or hamp-, 
ered by the action of council ? 


In conclusion, Gentlemen of Coun- 


cil, we would add that if it is your 
judgment to endorse the findings of 
your Committee as contained in this 
report, we are confident you will do so: 
sharint! with us the regret we feel that 
the companies seeking admission u/ 
our borough could not see their way 
clear to accept the suggested com- 
promise as to the length of time before 
the 
objectionable 
clause would be 


operative, which length of time should 
it be ton, fifteen or twenty years would 
have met the cordial and unanimous 
endorsement of your Committee.

Mr. Grundy, in the presentation of 


the report, also embodied in it sectKins 
of street railway ordinances of several 
cities and boroughs in the state regard- 
ing future legislation. 
The ordinance 


of the city of Allentown provides that 
the Leliigh Valley Traction Company 
<lshall be subject to such regulations, 
conditions, and restrictions as City 
Councils may hereafter 'nake and from 
time to time impose by ordinance." 


The ordinances of the citj of Wilkes- 


barre provide 
that 
the companies 


"shall he at all times subject to the 
control of the City Council as to 
change in the location of electric 
wires, change in street grade, change 
in location of track when necessary, 
and such other matters as are properly 
the subject of municipal control." 


The ordinance of the borough of 


Catasauqua requires the trolley com- 
panies to be subject to "such altera- 
tions and lawful conditions, regula- 
tions, and restrictions as the Borough 
Council may hereafter make and from 
time to time impose by ordinance." 


The ordinance of the city of Scrau- 


ton contains the following paragraph. 
"And shall further agree that the said 
company will at all times hereafter be 
bound to observe and be subject to all 
ordinances of said city, with reference 
to passenger railways now in force or 
hereafter to be passed, not inconsistent 
with its charter rights." 


Section 21 of the ordinance of the 


borough of Phosnixville says : "This 


company and all others of a similar 
character, shall be subject to all ordi- 
nances regulating passenger railways 
that the Town Council of the borough 
of Phce(iixville may hereafter enact." 


Mr. Grundy also read a letter from 


ex-Burgess Francis Fenimore in reply 
to a query as to whether since ho had 
ceased to be a maker of borough laws 
and had become interested 
in obtain- 


ing grants from municipalities if there 
had been any change in his mind 
respecting the importance of the clause 
which held companies asking for rights 
of way subject to future legislation 
respecting the operation, maintenance, 
and construction of street passenger 
railways? 
Mr. Fcnimore's reply in 


substance was, that he believed that 
uii rt.,,.(_jx.i«i;>n,o «. u.a;.:<j....i° -..i,;..^ 
franchises from municipalities should 
be subject to the future control of 
those municipalities, and that his views 
since he had become a member of a 
street railway corporation asking fran- 
chises of a municipality had not been 
changed. 


James Wright moved that the report 


be received, accepted, and filed. 


John C. Maule said that he was 


heartily in favor of these electrical 
railways, but he said there was such a 
thing as paying for a very desirable 
article more than it is worth. We can 
pay too much for our whistle. 
The 


argument that Council had granted 
concessions to some corporations with- 
out requiring them to be amenable to 
future legislation was a very poor one.

B. F. Gilkeson, Esq., the Corpora- 


tion Counsel for the borough, spoke in 
favor of the acceptance of the report. 
He declared himself in favor of the 
trolley roads. He wanted it to go 
down Radcliffe street 
Last year he 


was in favor of its going through Cedar 
street, but this year he thought that 
the roads should be run on the widest 
streets and Cedar street was too nar- 
row. 
He objected to giving the roads 


the right to the streets without provid- 
ing that they would be subject to 
future legislation. 
He considered it 


his dutJy 
1, as Corporation Counsel, to 


advise the municipality the same as he 
would a private client. "I would not," 
he said, "advise any man to enter into 
a contract to last all time. 
The man 


or the municipality that enters into 
any such contract is a stark fool and a 
fit subject for a lunatic asylum. The 
point to be considered now," he con- 
tinued, "is this. 
Do the advantages 


of these railroads justify you to sur- 
render this right . 'as long as grass 
grows and water runs.' " He expressed 
himself as willing to advise Council to 
give them 10,15 or 20 years. 
Twenty 


years from now he thought a tax upon 
cars or a tax upon poles might be 
proper. 
At the end of 20 years give 


the people of this town a right to say 
whether 
any further legislation is

On motion Messrs, Massey and A. 


Weir Gilkeson, representives of the 
trolley roads, were given permission 
to address Council. 


The main point of Mr. Gilkeson's 


speech was that this ordinance, with 
the provisions that the trolley com 
panies were willing to accept, was a 
protection to the borough in almost 
every conceivable way; that the ques- 
tion of future legislation was exposing 
the companies to having the borough 
hereafter interfere with the regulation 
of fares, with the number of cars that 
should be run, with the time schedule 
that these cars should be run upon, 
with the appointment of employees, and 
that under such a provision the bor- 
ough would have the right to compel 
the company to lay t-acks upon other 
streets, or to remove them from streets 
already occupied; that all these things 
were matters that should be regulated 
by the law of iiupply and demand 
between the people and the companies, 
and that it was utterly unreasonable 
upon the part of the borough to seek 
to have the power to regulate thase 
things whether they would pay -the 
companies or not. 


It was said that these companies 


were giving the borough nothing for 
the privilege of occupying the streets. 
He said in reply to that objection that 
in addition to the convenience to.the 
public that these roads would be, they 
not only were not asking for any 
public contract of any kind which 
would take niL-ney out of the public 
treasury, but were willingly yielding 
to the restriction that obliged them to 
keep a portion of the streets in repair; 
that this would certainly amount to an 
expenditure of $1000 or more upon 
the streets which the public would be 
relieved from paying for; and that it 
must be borne in mind, that the repairs

to the streets,annually necessary, would 
bo repairs of wear and tear occasioned 
not by the cars of the company, but

The argument has been advanced 


that we should look to the interest of 
the future generation in making our 
laws. 
This we also grant—and, we 


claim that the way to accomplish this 
is to make all the money we honestly 
can and add more and more to the 
value of our property and spread out- 
town out further and further in every 
possible direction, until finally burst- 
ing our limits we shall, like the butter- 
fly, emerge from our long chrysalis of 
old fogyism, transformed into a grcal 
and beatiful city. 


Now,

must hold out a helping hand to every 
corporation or individual who helps to 
build up a business in the borough. 
We hold that the trolelv companies who 
are knocking at our doors should be 
welcomed as friends who are come to 
do us good. 
We know there are some 


citizens of our borough who would not 
consent to any

a few, a very 


We 
few. 


thank heaven, who would like toJieep 
the mills out; we know that some 
years ago a large factory was kopt out, 
but we also know the vast majority of 
the people of this town are level-head- 
ed enough to welcome all the mills, 
factories, workshops, steam roads and 
trolley roads who wish to enter. 
We 


also know that it is 'the desire of the 
vast majority of voters who are watch- 
ing us with wary eyjs that these im- 
provements should be permitted co 
come. 


A few of our citizen?, including oven 


our learned borough solicitor, strange 
as it may seem, oppose granting these 
concessions on the ground of so-called 
principle. 
To explain, the question 


was put, if a mill or factory 
employ- 


ing 1000 men who would represent 
with their families f)000 people was to 
be located in this borough with the 
proviso that the owners would be ex- 
empted from 
future taxation, would 


you consent to such a contract? 
The 


answer was "no." As a matter of 
principle he would rather, lose the 
taxes which would be assessed on 1000 
necessary houses, which would amount 
to many, many times the tax which 
could be collected from a dozen manu- 
factories, and also be willing to lose 
tha trade which our builders, carpent- 
ers, bricklayers, labourers, store-keep- 
ers, paperhangers and all other art- 
isans would receive from this great ad- 
dition to the population of our bor- 
ough. 


Now, we want to ask, is this busi- 


ness f 
There are times wh.'u princi- 


ples can be ignored — and this is one 
of them, when great advantages aro 
offered to the people in this borough 
without detriment to any of its inter- 
ests, we claim it is nn exceedingly 
poor and bad business policy to refuse 
them or thrust them aside on the 
ground of so-called principle. 


We realize that we are in a position 


of great responsibility in this mutter. 
We feel as if we, ns members of coun- 
cil, should be a party to any scheme to 
place insurmountable obstacles in tl.e 
way of these corporations, that wo 
should be doing our duty neither as 
representatives of paople, nor to our- 
selves, 
These trolley companies aro 


perfectly willing to submit to reason- 
able taxation ; therefore, their coming 
will be a relief instead of an addition- 
al burden to taxpayers. 


The borough has been liberal to ti e 


mill owners, allowing ten years free- 


,\,\m (Vrvr,. tnvntlnrl TOUUU 
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right and proper — it should be twenty 
— but the trolley companies do not ask 
for any favours of that discription. 
They merely ask for the privilege of 
using our streets unhampered by re- 
strictions which in future years, may 
cause them no odd of trouble, or im- 
pair their capital to such an extent as 
to prevent them from operating their 
road. 
A calamity which would re- 


bound like a boomerang, endanger the 
borough much more than the company. 


It is folly to think that by removing 


these restrictions the trolley compan- 
ies will be free to do what they please ; 
if successful, they will be continually 
needing and asking council for further 
privileges. 
As the borough expands 


and new streets arc opened they will 
find it profitable to use sonic of them. 
If they attempt to abuse our liberality 
in this matter will not future councils 
have their remedy ? 
And will it not 


be for their own benefit to be caroful to 


1 live up to tUoir contract with the bor- 


j ottgh '? 
These roads cannot bo com- 


pared with those operated in largo 
cities where the lines run through miles 
of compactly built streets and the route 
is comparatively short ; the profits are 
almost entirely derived from passen- 
gers residing within the city. 
But 


here, the roads will be only a continua- 
tion of a long route connecting a num- 
ber large of and small towns, and draw 
from our borough but a small part of 
the total profits. 
Therefore, the bene- 


fits would be incomparably greater to 
the borough than to the companies. 


1 n conclusion, we want to call atten- 


tion to the fact that all the numerous re- 
strictive provisions of the ordinance of 
May 1st, 1393, will still remain in full 
force. Thus, briefly stated Section 1 of 
this ordinance provides that but a 
single line of tracks shall be made upon 
any street. Section 2 provides that the 
companies' shall accept all ordinances 
before having authority to do any work, 
thereby making it a contract. 
Section 


ij provides that motors shall be used 
and the overhead wire dispensed with 
as soon as practical. Section 4 pro- 
vides that the work shall be done under 
the direction of the borough council. 
Section 5 provides that the street be- 
tween the rails and for two feet on 
either side, shdl he kept in repair by 
the companies and shall be renewed 
from time to time in such manner ns 
council shall decide to have the balance 
of the street built. Section C provides 
that the borough shall have the right to 
occupy a street for any purpose without 
liability or damages to the companies. 
Section 7 provides that salt shall not be 
used to melt ice and also provides that 
tho'y shall keep the tracks clear of snow 
and not obstruct the street by piling 
snow upon it. 
Section 8 provides for 


the style and character of the rails. 
Section 9 provides for the poles. Sec- 
tion 10 provides for the wires. Section 
11 provides for the regulating of the 
time of the cars and provides that in 
caseof failure to obey this section for 
30 days that the rights of the compan- 
ies shall be void. 
Section 12 prohibits 


the companies 
from 
blocking 
the 


streets by allowing cars to stand upon 
the track. Section 1 3 gives the right 
of way to the fire department and to 
funeral processions. 
Section 14 pro- 


videsthat the companies shall indernify 
the borough for all claims for damages 
and that the companies shall be liable 
for all damages gcneraly to all individ- 
uals or to public or private property. 
Section 15 gives other companies the 
right to the use of the first company's 
tracks. 
Section 16 provides for re- 


lease of damages upon the part of pri- 
vate property holders. 
Section 17 


provides that the work shall commence 
within three months and be finished 
within twoyears, and if'this is not done 
then the rights of the companies are 
void. Section 18 provides that in ad- 
dition to all other rights the borough 
shall have the right to stop the running 
of the cars in order to compel the com- 
panies to comply with the ordinance. 
While Section 19, presented for your 
consideration, now gives the borough 
full authority at all times to protect the 
life, limb aitd property of the citizens 
and to pass nuch other future ordinan- 
ces as the safety of the public may re- 
quire, while Section 20 imposes the tax 
as therein stated. 


The committee is unanimous in pre- 


senting the following ordinance.

The Committee presented an ordin- 


ance with the "future legislation" 
feature omitted, excepting the right 
is reserved to the borough to impose 
an annual license fee upon the cars of 
the companies after the expiration of 
the first five years, and providing that 
for the first five years the annual fee 
shall not exceed two dollars per car 
and that after that time the fee shall 
not exceed twenty- five dollars per car 
per annum.

a fraud upon the revenue, n fraud upon 
tho ma mi t'actnrer in this country and a 
fraud upon American labor. 


Tltovahio of goods in ft foreign conn, 


try, upon which ad valorem rates of du- 
ties ar-> paid, is always an unknown 
quantity. Tho importers here will buy 
fiom the manufacturers abroad so as lo 
Becuro ho lowest possible prices lit the 
port of shipment, these being tho values 
upon which tho duty must bo paid. 
There is no guarantee that tho goods 
will be correctly valued abroad, and it 
will he impossible for our customs offi- 
cials to follow all market quotations. 


An importer can always claim that 


ho 
bought goods abroad below the 


quoted, market for spot cash, hence it 
will Ijii easy for his invoice to bo 
"fixed." 
Foreign manufacturers will 


bo onl) too anxious to secure our truth) 
at tho outset and to close np our facto- 
ries, so that a cutting of prices to n point 
tielow tho value of Ameiicau 
made 


goods may bo regarded as a certainty. 
lu former free trade times this policy 
was adopted, and our markets were 
ovursupplicd, in order to create depres- 
sion in values and eoinpol our factories 
to close. 
Then when the foreign trade 


controls tho market prices will reassert 
themselves, except that our manufac- 
turers will never know on what basis 
they can afford to make goods.

low. st ever recorded, and in order to 
keep it low in tho interests of tho Eng- 
lish hrcwing monopoly in this country 
it i.s proposed to reduce tho duty by 20 
per rent, thus giving Canadian fanners 
n bi tter opportunity to supply tho Biit- 
ish beer trust in this country. 


\Vith the price of oats down belo\v 29 


cenn per lmshi-1 and tho duty reduced 
from 13 to 0 cents per bushel, as is pro- 
posi d under the new free trade tariff, 
our I nrinrrR inny look for a price of about 
20 cents per bushel for tho next season's 
crop of oats. 


There is groat rejoicing in Canada 


over the proposed reduction of 15 cents 
per bushel in the <lnty upon potatoes, 
and the same enthusiasm exists in Ger- 
many aud tne United Kingdom. 
This 


does not only mean that fanners will 
rect ivo 15 cents per bushel less for po- 
tatni'S grown in this country, bntit will 
probably be a much greater difference, 
because tho potatoes grown in our coast 
EtatrB, which have hitherto supplied the 
seaboard market, and those grown along 
the Canadian border, which have snp- 
plieil our northern markets, will be 
foic'd farther west and south, in compe- 
tition with potatoes grown in the largest 
potato growing sections of the country. 
Then the dealers will have things thoir 
own way and will force prices clown to 
any point they please; probably one-half 
of v, hat they have been recently paying. 


The importance of free apples to for- 


lign farmers has not yet been discuss- 
ed. It is a matter of fact, however, that 
for upward of 10 years past the frnit 
pyov.ers in Australia have been agitat- 
ing more or less for the removal of the 
duty on apples, claiming that they 
pon 1<1 ut least supply the Pacific coast 
markets with apples in our winter sen- 
son, when the fruit of good keeping 
quality is shipped thero n.ji.i me or- 
chai Js of eastern producers. 


\Vith the duty removed from eggs, 


the Canadian farmers will again reap 
B harvest and ship carloads of tlieir egga 
down to our large markets, to the in- 
inrv of the wives and daughters of 
American farmers, who get most of 
their little pocket money by looking 
after our egg crop.
